The first article was provoked by invitations to 
Mr. Bigelow to join various associations for the 
maintenance of peace. He answers by declaring 
that all such efforts are futile unless the causes 
for war are removed, and as the most serious 
of such causes, affecting not only foreign rela¬ 
tions but social conditions, he regards tariffs on 
imports. In his discussion of the evils of the sys¬ 
tem of tariffs he indulges in lively criticism of 
various persons among them Mr. Roosevelt and 
the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott.

THE LIBRARY CLIENTELE OF THE 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY. 

In a recent issue of The Publishers’ 
Weekly the statement was made that prac¬ 
tically every library in the United States 
whose book buying was of any importance 
subscribed for the Weekly and checked 
over the “Weekly Record of New Publica¬ 
tions” contained therein. 

This statement was made we believe 
without exact examination of the Weekly’s 
circulation; but inasmuch as some publicity 
has been given to a question of its accuracy 
it may be of interest to know how far cor¬ 
rect it was. Fortunately the necessary data 
—statistics of library book buying in the 
United States and our own circulation re¬ 
cords—could be immediately compared. The 
completeness with which The Publishers’ 
Weekly covered this library book buying 
field was, as examination disclosed, a surprise 
even to ourselves. 

The ’*List of Libraries in the United 
States” published in the last “Annual Li¬ 
brary Index” and compiled under the 
auspices of the Library Journal records the 
names and statistical data of 914 libraries, 
large and small, mostly, of course, the latter, 
the amount of the annual appropriation for 
books being stated in each case. 

To gauge their relative importance from 
a book buying standpoint these libraries may 
be divided into four classes: 1st, libraries 
of the first class of buying importance, having 
available over $10,000 a year to spend for 
books; 2d, libraries whose book appropriation 


is between $5000 and $10,000; 3d, libraries 
with between $3000 and $5000 available for 
book purchases; and 4th, libraries with less 
than $3000. 

Thirty-five libraries in the United States 
spend over $10,000 a year for books. Not 
only is every one of these thirty-five a sub¬ 
scriber to the Publishers’ Weekly, but 
most of them duplicate, some largely, for 
various departments and branches or for 
various uses; as a matter of fact these 
thirty-five libraries take between them 156 
copies of the Weekly. 

Of the fifty-one libraries in the second 
class, such libraries as the Terre Haute Pub¬ 
lic Library, the Indiana University Library 
and the Berkeley (Cal.) Public Library 
thirty-nine, or 77 per cent., subscribe for the 
Publishers’ Weekly. 

Of the libraries in the third class of buy¬ 
ing importance, spending between $3000 and 
$5000 a year for books, there are ninety-two, 
including libraries of the type of the Pasa¬ 
dena, Holyoke and Gary (Ind.) Public Li¬ 
braries. Fifty-nine of these, or 64 per cent., 
are subscribers of the Publishers’ Weekly. 

Out of the 736 libraries in the fourth 
class, spending less than $3000 a year for 
books, 177, or 24 per cent, subscribe for the 
Publishers’ Weekly; and, without any 
question, it is those libraries of the 736 who 
buy most largely who subscribe to the 
Weekly. The smallest libraries, as a matter 
of fact, have little use for it, for their book 
appropriations are necessarily small, and 
their carefully husbanded allowances follow 
the apportionments suggested by the various 
admirable state library commissions, or make 
selections from such annotated lists, got out 
under library auspices, as the “A. L. A. 
(monthly) Book List;” or the annual New 
York State Library “Best Books.” 

The book purchases of nearly four hundred 
libraries out of the 736 in the fourth class 
are less than $500 a year; whereas the book 
purchases of the thirty-five libraries in the 
first class amount to considerably over a mil¬ 
lion dollars a year. To sum the matter up, a 
more careful analysis will show that the li¬ 
brary subscriptions of The Publishers’ 
Weekly represent over seventy-five per cent, 
of the total library book buying of the coun¬ 
try, and probably over ninety per cent, of all 
library book buying based on independent 
selection rather than on annotated selections 
compiled under higher library auspices. 

The above figures do not include the very 
significant item of copies of the Publishers’ 
Weekly subscribed for by the various libra- 
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ry schools. Eight such schools in the 
United States subscribe, between them, for 
hi copies of the Weekly, three schools, 
New York State Library School, Drexel In¬ 
stitute Library School and the Syracuse Uni¬ 
versity Library School, taking a copy for 
every student enrolled. In one school at 
least, and this the dean of them all, the 
New York State Library School, the study 
of The Publishers' Weekly is a recognized 
part of the curriculum, a portion of the reg¬ 
ular courses of instruction in Book Selection; 
and the students are regularly marked and 
graded for their work therein. 

As evidence of the place the Publishers' 
Weekly holds in the library, as well as book¬ 
selling and book publishing, world we can 
do no better than reprint here a portion of 
a letter received this week from a well- 
known New York state librarian: 

I take great pleasure in enclosing check for 
$4 in payment of renewal of our subscription to the 
Publishers’ Weekly. Am reminded that for the 
last thirty years this institution has subscribed for 
the Publishers’ Weekly. We mark it and use it 
for purchase list and always have received a great 
deal of benefit in using it. The bibliographical 
work is done exceedingly well and the notes are 
carefully compiled. The 31st anniversary of our 
subscription to the periodical gives me the oppor¬ 
tunity of making the above remarks. 

It is needless to add that these and similar 
“remarks" are most sincerely appreciated. 

The name of Frederick Leypoldt is so hon¬ 
ored in the booktrade that its members will 
especially sympathize in the affliction which 
has come to his family in the death of a sec¬ 
ond son and namesake, Frederick Leypoldt, 
who passed away on Monday night, Novem¬ 
ber 14, in the thirty-ninth year of his age. 
His mother, Mrs. Augusta H. Leypoldt, was 
his constant attendant through his long sick¬ 
ness, and at the last doing double service of 
love because of the serious illness during the 
same period of the younger Mrs. Frederick 
Leypoldt. His brother Rudolph G. Leypoldt, 
and his sister, Mrs. Louis Osborne, were also 
with him during part of the last sickness. 
Mr. Leypoldt was for the most of his business 
life in the employ of Ralli Brothers, of whose 
American branch Mrs. Leypoldt's brother, 
Alexander Garrigue, was manager until his 
sudden death by accident last year. The fune¬ 
ral services took place in the Church of the 
Beloved Disciple on Wednesday evening, No¬ 
vember 16, 1910, and he was buried at Wood- 
lawn, where also lies his honored father. 


THE ENGLISH TWO SHILLING 
NOVEL AFTER SIX MONTHS' 
TRIAL. 

The new English novel at two shillings 
has now had a pretty good run, says a 
writer in the (English) Book Monthly. Peo¬ 
ple are therefore asking, “How has . it 
answered? Has it come to stay?" One’s in¬ 
quiries on the matter enable a fairly definite 
word to be said, and it is a two-fold word. 
At the bookstalls the two-shilling; novel 
has been a distinct success. The railway 
traveller has taken it to his heart and bought 
it very extensively. With him it promises 
to have all the prosperity, which the “yellow¬ 
back" had in earlier days of railway trav¬ 
elling. 

With the bookseller in town and country, 
the florin net novel has done well, but per¬ 
haps not so well. Your bookshop is more 
conservative than your bookstall, or rather 
it does its work under different conditions. 
But the bookseller has sold enough of the 
two-shilling new novel to be quite content 
to go on handling it. In some cases indeed 
he has made a feature of it, and all this 
means that it has taken permanent, abiding 
ground. The “new departure" in fiction, 
as we still call it, may now be regarded as 
a standard literary dish. It promises an 
increasing purpose, without, however, as one 
fancies, displacing the six-shilling novel as 
the form most used. 

To put the situation in another way, one 
might say that the cheaper novel will become 
the handmaiden of the dearer. It will appeal 
to the public who buy their fiction, as con¬ 
trasted with the larger public who borrow it. 
The circulating libraries have weathered so 
many storms—some of them in a teapot, it 
is true— that they may be regarded as a set¬ 
tled part of our reading system. They will 
remain the chief pillar of the six-shilling 
novel, which suits the reader with the motto, 
“I come to borrow, not to buy." But you 
have not a good circulating library every¬ 
where, and there is the man who likes a 
shorter novel than the 100,000 words which 
are supposed, on the average, to go into a 
six-shilling book. Was it to be driven out 
before the invader at a florin? A cry to 
that effect went up, as you will remember, 
but without real reason. Those drastic 
things never happen with us. What comes 
about in our English institutions, political, 
social and literary, is not revolution, but 
compromise, a shaping in of the new with 
the old. And that, so far as one can judge 
from “information received," as the London 
“bobby” says when he is giving evidence, is 
what is gradually happening as between the 
two-shilling novel, a young, junior partner, 
and the six-shilling novel, the senior, very 
predominant partner. 


OVERCROWDING THE TRADE PAPER 
FIELD. 

The question: “Are there too many trade 
journals?" is discussed in a recent issue of 
the Trade Journal Advertiser by Carl H. 
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Van Fulson, manager of the Rex Company. 
Mr. Van Fulson says: 

“The whole matter might be summed up by 
saying that there are too many poor ones and 
too few good ones. 

“The common superstition is that there is 
no publication that is not of some use both 
to the advertisers and readers. It is held that 
nobody ventures upon the uncharted sea of 
trade journalism without a feeling that there 
is a demand for the sort of publication he 
intends to issue. . . . 

“But the impartial and wise outsider who 
has had occasion to look over the trade and 
technical papers in the various fields comes 
to the conclusion that some of these publica¬ 
tions must make money in ways not appear¬ 
ing on the surface or else by dint of going 
increasingly into debt. . . . 

“In the field of trade and technical journals 
it is a safe prediction that such publications 
will always exist. There can be no law to 
prevent their appearance, and even when ad¬ 
vertisers compel publishers to show cause be¬ 
fore they sign contracts, the ingenuity of 
tricky publishers will meet such requirements. 

“Not a few publications of the class to 
which I am now referring are house organs 
of the most, puerile and useless sort, appeal¬ 
ing only to an ignorance that is rare even in 
the districts far removed from the bustle of 
modern business life. . . . 

“The advertiser’s cry on all hands is that 
there are too many publications, that it is im¬ 
possible for even a careful man to discrim¬ 
inate between the rival claims of periodicals 
apparently of about an equal grade. 

“There may be, and probably is, some truth 
in these protestations of advertisers, but the 
condition is not different in the industrial 
field from that in the field of general adver¬ 
tising. Without any difficulty one can name 
five general magazines that are as like as 
peas in their contents, appearance, nature of 
appeal and probable class of circulation. . . . 

“The daily press can always be drawn upon 
for an apt illustration in discussing trade 
journal conditions, for the trade and tech¬ 
nical paper is more nearly allied to the news¬ 
paper than it is to the magazine. The best 
publications are those that approach most 
closely to the quality of a modern newspaper. 
They are prepared under conditions more 
nearly resembling newspaper requirements 
than magazine exigencies. . . . 

“Here is perhaps a good question to ask 
yourself in considering the value of a trade 
paper—is it run wholly and exclusively as a 
business proposition by the man or company 
that owns it? If the answer be in the affirm¬ 
ative, why then the oaper deserves at least 
careful weighing before you characterize it 
as superfluous in its field, as one of those that 
come under the head of ‘too many.’ ” 


COUPONS IN MAGAZINES. 

The New York Post Office has sent out 
a notice of warning regarding detachable 
advertisements, pages, coupons, order forms, 
etc., in second-class publications. 

Advertisements which are intended to be 
completely removed are not regarded as 


forming a proper part of a publication 
mailed at the second-class rates of postage. 

“Where perforated coupons which are in¬ 
tended for detaching and subsequent use 
appear in second-class publications, postage 
will be collected thereon at the third-class 
rate. Coupons or order forms may be in¬ 
cluded in advertisements permanently at¬ 
tached to newspapers or other periodicals, 
provided they do not in any case exceed in 
size twenty-five per cent, of the superficial 
area of such advertisement.” 

“This provision has been held by the 
Assistant Attorney General for the Post 
Office Department to cover not only adver¬ 
tisements not ‘attached permanently’ but 
also such as, while attached to the periodical 
at the time of mailing, are intended by the 
publisher or advertiser to be cut out or re¬ 
moved therefrom.” 

The Department has also ruled that pages 
of a publication, whether perforated or not, 
which are intended for removal and subse¬ 
quent use, are not permissible in second- 
class publications. 


BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 

THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 

The second dinner of the season of the 
Booksellers’ League, Wednesday evening, was 
attended by nearly one hundred mem¬ 
bers and guests. When the chairs were 
pushed back for the intellectual repast 
the chairman, Edwin O. Chapman, intro¬ 
duced Frederic C. Howe, author of “Priv¬ 
ilege and Democracy in America,” whose sub¬ 
ject, “The Government of Cities,” was lis¬ 
tened to with deep interest. Following him 
Will Irwin, the seasoned journalist of literary 
fame, gave a delightful survey of yellow jour¬ 
nalism, with some mention of its precursors 
and present upholders. The third speaker, 
not previously announced, was Samuel Par¬ 
sons, Jr., the landscape architect of the Park 
Department of the city of New York, who 
discoursed on “City Parks” in an illuminating 
vein. He said the city of New York in its va¬ 
rious boroughs had the finest parks in Amer¬ 
ica, and the system when fully developed 
would be not only the crowning glory of the 
municipality, but a model for the world.

REPRINTING WITHOUT CREDIT. 

October i8, 1910. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: I do not know what the feeling 
generally in America is about the practice 
of “conveying” wholesale long articles from 
English reviews into American periodicals, 
without acknowledgment or permission. The 
law allows it, as I am well aware, but I have 
always understood that there was some feel¬ 
ing of courtesy which would lead the editors 
of the higher class periodicals not to avail 
themselves of the strict permission of the 
law in a case of this sort. 

The instance I have in mind is that of an 
article which appeared in the July 1 Quarterly 
Review on “The Prose of Sir Walter Scott/' 
by Dr. Verrall, of Cambridge. This article 
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has been reprinted in The Living Age, of 
Boston, U. S. A., of September 17 last. No 
application has been made to Dr. Verrall or 
myself for permission to reprint this article, 
and it does not even bear a note that it is 
taken bodily from the Quarterly Review. 

This may be regarded as "playing the 
game” in the United States; but I confess 
that it strikes me in quite another light, and 
I should be very glad to hear what you and 
your correspondents think of the matter.

THE BOOKSELLER’S OUTLOOK. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

For a generation the bookseller’s calling 
has been far from a profitable one; but, 
thanks to a few courageous spirits, its de¬ 
cline has been arrested,—and in the last 
few years a new light has dawned. But this 
is only the beginning, and the movement 
needs the support and encouragement of 
every bookseller, no matter how small, in 
the entire country. 

A fair proportion of the trade are now 
members of The American Booksellers’ As¬ 
sociation, and many attend the spring con¬ 
vention, or make the effort to do so. It is 
very gratifying to note that those dealers 
who are members of the Association and 
have read its literature, or attended the 
meetings, carry better stocks of books, have 
a more hopeful outlook for the future and, 
what is of the greatest importance, are 
in a position to pay their bills promptly. 
Only a few years ago such a thing as a 
bookseller discounting his bills was almost 
unknown. To-day this is a very general 
custom with a large number of them. The 
only reason why all cannot do so is the 
very obvious one that they do not make 
sufficient profit on the books they sell. 

In a large section of the country where 
fiction is now sold at $1.20, or even at $1.15, 
the trade is in a much more comfortable 
financial condition than a few years ago. 
But in that section where the $1.08 price 
on fiction prevails, there is still the same 
difficulty in paying bills and the same doleful 
tale about the undesirability of the book 
business. 

When you come to think of it, even at 
$1.20, the price is scarcely as high as it 
ought to be. That was the price twenty-five 
years ago. How absurd to suppose that the 
books which cost the same as they did 
then can now be profitably sold for $1.08. 
Only within the last few years, the price of 
everything that we eat, wear or use in any 
way, has advanced from 25 to 50 per cent. 
Yet the price of books, if it has changed 
at all, has gone lower. Why should this be 
when rent, advertising, clerk hire, heat, 
light, wrapping paper, delivery and every 
item of expense in the conduct of the 
business has increased? Instead of getting 
less for books than a quarter of a century 
ago, they should be sold for considerably 
more. 

Fortunately, a good proportion of the 
booksellers have been wise enough to realize 
that in order to remain in the business and 


pay their bills they must have a certain 
profit. This applies not only to bookstores, 
but to department stores handling books. 
In fact, not infrequently the department 
stores, which originally used books for ad¬ 
vertising purposes only, are now found to 
be quite as willing to make money on books 
as are the booksellers themselves. 

There is no reason, either, why the book 
department in dry goods stores should not 
pay to the heads of departments, and to 
their assistants, salaries proportionate to 
those received in other departments. Not 
infrequently, the heads of such departments, 
as furniture, ladies’ wearing apparel, mil¬ 
linery, china and jewelry, are reputed to re¬ 
ceive from ten to twenty-five thousand dol¬ 
lars per annum. The same would apply to 
books if those departments made similar 
profits: and they could make those profits 
if the books were sold at the right advance 
above the cost. 

There is a theory that the higher the de¬ 
gree of intellectuality/the less the commer¬ 
cial sense; and yet there is no reason why 
this theory should obtain. Bookselling, to 
be sure, has its compensating features be¬ 
cause of the class of people with whom the 
dealer comes in contact, and the influence he 
has in the community. But there should be 
a commercial compensation as well. There 
is no reason why bookselling should not be 
just as profitable as selling hardware, cloth¬ 
ing, boots and shoes, groceries and any 
other commodity in which, not infrequently, 
retailers amass a very comfortable fortune. 

A limited trial given to the net books has 
demonstrated beyond question that the public 
will pay any reasonable price for a book 
if it is worth the price. The same would 
also be true of regular books if the dealers 
in each community, or in each section of 
the country were to agree upon a uniform 
price and make that price a fair one. To 
a large extent this is being done in many 
localities, but in some sections, the light has 
not yet broken in. "Net Fiction.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Wilhelm Raab, the noted novelist and 
writer, died this week in Brunswick, Ger¬ 
many. He was born at Eschershausen, in 
the Duchy of Brunswick, September 8, 1831, 
and studied philosophy and history at Ber¬ 
lin. He was known under the pen-name of 
Jacob Corvinus. 

James C. Brogan, a writer and translator, 
died last week in this city, aged 66. He 
was a graduate of Maynooth College in Ire¬ 
land. He prepared some of the articles 
in the Funk & Wagnalls encyclopaedias, and 
made some of the translations from Italian 
in a volume of Italian literature, particular¬ 
ly a version in English of Boccaccio’s "La 
Fiametta.” 

Thomas Edward Lycett, for many years 
one of the leading stationers in Baltimore, 
who retired about eight years ago after twen¬ 
ty years in the business, died November 3 at 
his home at Thurmont, Md. His retirement 
from business was caused by his failing 
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health. Mr. Lycett entered the stationery 
business with his father, the late George 
Lycett, who was well known as the propri¬ 
etor of the Protestant Episcopal Bookstore. 
Later Mr. Lycett broadened the scope of the 
business founded by his father. The busi¬ 
ness is now conducted in the Masonic Tem¬ 
ple Building, North Charles Street, in the 
best section of the retail shopping district, 
and is known as The Lycett Stationers. 
His half-brother, Ethan Allen Lycett, now 
conducts the business. 

William J. Taylor, a dealer in new and 
old books at 59 Broad Street, New York, 
much esteemed for his wide knowledge of 
literary values, died on the 5th inst., under 
circumstances indicating suicide. He was 
thirty-six years old, was born in England, but 
came to New York about five years ago. He 
was with Brentano’s for a time and later 
with Henry Malkan, whom he left a year ago 
to go into business for himself. He leaves 
a wife and five children, unfortunately with¬ 
out means of support,*a fact that has led a 
few of his acquaintances in the trade to plan 
a special sale of contributed items for a fund 
to meet the immediate stress in the bereaved 
family. Any contributions in the shape of 
saleable books may be sent to William Thom¬ 
son, 35 West 42d Street, New York, who has 
kindly consented to arrange the items and 
manage the sale through the auction rooms 
of Merwin-Clayton Sales Co. 

James Frothingham Hunnewell died 
November 11, at his home in Boston. He 
was born in Charlestown, Mass., July 3, 1832, 
and has spent the greater part of his life 
in his home town and Boston. Mr. Hun¬ 
newell was President of the Bostonian So¬ 
ciety, Club of Odd Volumes, and was also 
a member of many business and historical 
organizations. He was the author of a num¬ 
ber of books; some of the most important are 
“The Lands of Scott,” “Bibliography of 
Charlestown, Mass., and Bunker Hill,” “The 
Historical Monuments of France,” “The 
Imperial Island,” “England’s Chronicle in 
Stone,” “A Century of Town Life,” “Civili¬ 
zation at the Hawaiian Islands,” “An Ameri¬ 
can Shrine,” “Records of the First Church, 
Charlestown,” “Journal of the Voyage of 
the Missionary Packet ‘Boston’ to Hono¬ 
lulu,” “Bibliography of Hawaiian Islands 
and Civilization at Hawaiian Islands.” 

John La Farge, the artist, died November 
13, at Providence, R. I., where he has been 
under treatment for a complication of dis¬ 
eases since July. Mr. La Farge was born 
in New York in 1835, his father being a 
Frenchman who took part in Gen. Leclerc’s 
expedition to Santo Domingo in 1806 and 
escaped from imprisonment there to estab¬ 
lish himself in America. After a classical 
and legal education in this country, John La 
Farge went abroad to travel and study art. 
After his return to America he entered a 
lawyer’s office, but soon gave up law and 
began to study painting under William M. 
Hunt. In i860 he married Margaret Perry, 
a granddaughter of Commodore Perry. It 
was not until the early seventies that the 


artist turned his attention .to the glass¬ 
making, on which his fame chiefly rests, 
introducing to the world the new material 
known as “American” glass. Trinity Church, 
Boston, contains a number of his windows, 
which, together with the paintings in the 
church, represent practically his first work 
of importance in church decoration. In Me¬ 
morial Hall, Cambridge, Mass.., is what is 
called the “Battle Window,” made in 1878, 
in which he used every variety of glass pos¬ 
sible and even precious stones. In New 
York the Church of the Ascension *has a 
glorious mural painting by him back of the 
altar. He was president of the Society of 
American Artists and of the Society of Mural 
Painters; in 1889 he was made Chevalier, 
and in 1901 Officer of the Legion of Honor, 
and in Germany and England, as well as in 
France, he gained the applause of high au¬ 
thorities. He was a not infrequent writer 
on artistic topics, and published a volume 
of “Artists’ Letters from Japan” and a 
series of lectures on the relation of “Artist 
and Writer.” _ 


PERSONAL NOTES. 

V. M. Coryell has become secretary and 
treasurer of Authors Press, which is engaged 
in the publishing of subscription books, with 
offices at 118 East 28th St., New York. 

George B. Doan is no longer doing busi¬ 
ness under the name of George B. Doan 
& Co., but has taken a position with the 
Farquhar & Albrecht Company, the Chicago 
school book house. 

Charles Rann Kennedy, the author of 
“The Servant in the House,” has become an 
American citizen. He took out his natural¬ 
ization papers forswearing allegiance to the 
British sovereign in time to vote at the 
present election. Mr. Kennedy is a believer 
in Socialism of the kind which he advocates 
in “The Servant in the House,” and the 
book is being used in his propaganda for 
universal brotherhood. 

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The Nobel Prize for literature for 1910 
has been awarded to Paul Johann Ludwig 
Heyse, the German poet and novelist. 

E. P. Dutton & Company once more call 
particular attention to their Everyman's Li¬ 
brary, and the necessity for the early plac¬ 
ing of orders for the holiday trade. 

Thomas Hardy’s drama on the Napoleonic 
Wars, “The Dynasts,” is to be published 
shortly in a single volume by Macmillan & 
Co. 

Signor D’Annunzio has written a biog¬ 
raphy of Dante, to be included in the forth¬ 
coming monumental edition of the “Divina 
Commedia.” The edition will be issued in 
Florence a few weeks hence. 

A series of facsimiles of the great mss. 
of old English literature will be issued by 
the Early English Text Society as a me¬ 
morial to the late Dr. Furnivall. Dr. Gol- 
lancz has been appointed director of the 
society. 
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Senhouse and Sanchia are coming to the 
surface again. In the December number 
of The Century Maurice Hewlett will talk 
with them about “the folly of conventional 
life.” Is Mr. Hewlett preparing to become 
a social reformer? 

An unusual order just received by Messrs. 
Page for Prof. Will S. Monroe’s new work, 
“Bohemia and the Cedis,” which, by the way, 
is already in its second edition, is one ^for 
seventy-five copies from his honor, Dr. Karl 
Gros, Lord Mayor of the City of Prague, for 
distribution among prominent and leading 
Bohemians. 

An interesting “Book of English Melo¬ 
dies” is announced by Dent. All the famous 
songs of the olden time will be found there¬ 
in. Some of them newly discovered in 
ancient treasures. Rare pieces of the Tudor 
period are among them. The songs are 
annotated and the book has an historical 
introduction. 

Longmans, Green & Company have the 
pleasure to announce that they have been 
appointed agents for the sale of the Publi¬ 
cations of the University of Manchester in 
the United States, and they are now pre¬ 
pared to supply orders. A list of the Pub¬ 
lications, with currency prices, will be sent 
to any address upon request. 

It is thought that the commission which 
is preparing for the publication, on behalf 
of the French government, of the papers 
bearing on the origin of the Franco-Prussian 
War, will not complete its work until many 
years hence—from thirteen to fifteen. Be¬ 
tween fifteen and twenty volumes will be 
required. Two were published some weeks 
ago. 

The University of Chicago Press pub¬ 
lished on November 12 a book by Professor 
Addison W. Moore, “Pragmatism and Its 
Critics,” in which all the important points at 
issue are covered, but special emphasis is laid 
on, first, the historical development of the 
pragmatic movement; second, its relation to 
the conception of evolution; third, the social 
character of pragmatic doctrines. 

Witter & Kintner, 503 Fifth Avenue, New 
York, report that “Crow-Step,” by Georgia 
Fraser, author of “The Stone House at Go- 
wanus,” has only been on the market two 
weeks, and yet a second edition has been 
necessary and will be ready soon. They will 
send attractive circulars and posters to any 
of the trade wishing to have .them. The 
book is a romance of Revolutionary, days 
woven round an old Dutch mansion in the 
Gowanus Valley, now part of Brooklyn. 

Robert Hichens’ next long novel will 
be published in the fall of 1911 by Frederick 
A. Stokes Co., who were Mr. Hichens’ first 
publishers in America, and who brought out 
“The Garden of Allah,” his greatest suc¬ 
cess. The new novel will be entitled “Do¬ 
lores.” His new short novel, which is to 
appear in The Century begining with No¬ 
vember, was first called “Deep Waters,” 
but the name has been changed to “The 


Dweller on the Threshold.” It is a psy¬ 
chical story. 

Doubleday, Page & Company have some 
very successful books on their fall list. E. 

F. Benson’s “The Osbornes” is now in its 
third large printing, as is “The Caravaners, 
by the author of “Elizabeth and Her German 
Garden,” and F. Berkeley Smith’s “A Vil¬ 
lage of Vagabonds.” Among their most re¬ 
cent publications is “The Rules of the 
Game,” by Stewart Edward White, a story 
which follows the lumber industry in its 
migration from Michigan to the virgin for- 
ests of California and is full of incident and 
color. 

“Edison, His Life and Inventions,” by 
Frank Lewis Dyer, general counsel for Edi¬ 
son Laboratory and allied interests, and 
Thomas Commerford Martin, ex-president of 
the American Institute of Electrical Engi¬ 
neers, is just issued in two volumes by Har¬ 
per & Brothers. The work has received Mr. 
Edison’s sanction, some of the pages being 
actually his, and it is an authoritative and 
comprehensive record of the life and achieve¬ 
ment of the man whose work has had more 
wide-spread influence than almost any other 
living. 

Duffield & Company publish “Heroic 
Spain,” by E. Boyle O’Reilly, the daughter 
of John Bo vie O’Reilly, the poet and patriot. 
The book presents Spain in a new light, as 
the title indicates, her travels in many of the 
remoter regions having brought her in close 
contact with the people, and she writes of 
heroism to be found deep in their hearts. 
The hook is well illustrated from photo¬ 
graphs. The same house has ready “Holiday 
Plays,” by Marguerite Merington, a hook of 
five one-act plays for five distinctively Amer¬ 
ican holidays. 

The two annual Holiday Numbers of The 
Dial will be issued December i and 15. The 
fall output of books will be covered in 
these two special issues, and the reading ana 
advertising pages will constitute a very com¬ 
prehensive survey of the season’s offerings 
of books for Christmas. The Dial reaches 
a large constituency of bookbuyers, partic¬ 
ularly in the Middle West, and they urge that 
advertisers send their orders and copy, early 
in order that there may be no delay in the 
preparation and distribution of these two 
important numbers throughout the country. 

Baker & Taylor Company add to their 
fall list the following books: “Ways and 
Days Out of London,” by Aida Rodman 
De Milt, a book containing nineteen day- 
excursions from London, all. told in the form 
of a delightful travel narrative. The book is 
profusely illustrated and attractively bound. 
“The Zodiac Birthday Book,” by Beatrice 
Baxter Ruyl, is a unique book of this kind, 
in which may be found the horoscopes of all 
one’s friends, and two books, for children, 
“Robin Hood,” edited by Clifton Johnson, 
and “The Arabian Nights,” edited by Anna 
Tweed. These constitute the first two of a 
new series. Golden Books for Children , ed¬ 
ited by Mr. Johnson, which are to be made up 
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of stories that have intrinsic attraction for 
children under fifteen. 

G. P. Putnam's Sons continue to add to 
their already unusually attractive fall output 
of books. Two volumes of distinctly hol¬ 
iday appearance in binding, illustration and 
make-up are Oliver Goldsmith's “The Good- 
Natured Man” and “She Stoops to Con¬ 
quer,” for which Frederick Simpson Co¬ 
burn has made the pictures in color; “Wihere 
Ghosts Walk: the Haunts of Familiar Char¬ 
acters in History and Literature,” is the sec¬ 
ond series of these travel-talks by Marion 
Harland, covering England, Wales and 
France ; “The Silent Isle” is another volume 
of delightful essays by Arthur Christopher 
Benson, in which he discourses on many 
phases of life and experience; and David C. 
To.rrey’s “Protestant Modernism, or, Re¬ 
ligious Thinking for Thinking Men,” apply¬ 
ing scientific method to the problems of the¬ 
ology. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company have just 
issued a handsome book by Alice Lounsberry, 
“Gardens Near the Sea,” dealing with gar¬ 
dens both in the immediate proximity of the 
shore and as far inland as the coast climate 
affects the conditions of gardening.

book presenting as clearly and dispassionately 
as possible the principal problems arising from 
corrupt practices which affect our national 
life and character; Robert Morris Pierce’s 
“Dictionary of Hard Words,” containing an 
alphabetic list of 19,000 words of the Eng¬ 
lish language having difficult, variable or 
disputed spellings or pronunciations in both 
America and Great Britain; and “Florence 
Described by Great Writers,” edited by 
Esther Singleton. 

The Yale University Press publishes 
Charles Howard Mcllwain’s “The High Court 
of Parliament and its Supremacy; an His¬ 
torical Essay on the Boundaries Between 
Legislation and Adjudication in England.” 
The sub-title indicates the scope and method 
of the book, the primary object of the stud¬ 


ies underlying which has been to find an ex¬ 
planation of the present-day attitude of the 
courts of law towards legislation, more es¬ 
pecially in this country. The work therefore 
should prove suggestive and valuable reading 
to lawyers and students of constitutional 
history and to all those interested in the 
origins of the forms of government which 
have so largely influenced us in the develop¬ 
ment of our existing systems, Publication 
of the work is made simultaneously in this 
country and in England by the Yale Univer¬ 
sity Press and the Oxford University Press. 
Its acceptance by the authorities of these in¬ 
stitutions testifies to its international im¬ 
portance as well as to its scholarly character. 

November 26 is the publication day for five 
books from Houghton Mifflin Company that 
make a particular appeal as desirable Christ¬ 
mas gifts. “Japanese Letters of Hearn,” ed¬ 
ited by Elizabeth Bisland, give Lafcadio 
Hearn’s frank opinion of the land of his 
adoption, and a revelation also of his tem¬ 
perament.; “Records of a Lifelong Friend¬ 
ship,” edited by Horace Howard Furness, 
contains the intimate and affectionate corre¬ 
spondence of William Plenry Furness and 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, with an unpublished 
poem by the latter; “Tales from the Old 
French,” by Isabel Butler, contains fourteen 
tales of chivalry, love and folklore; and 
“Scottie and His Lady,” by Margaret Morse, 
is the story of a collie. R. F. Outcault, the 
originator of the “Buster Brown” pictures, 
never allowed his own children to see them, 
it is said, and parents and educators through¬ 
out the country are beginning to realize that 
colored newspaper supplements destroy chil¬ 
dren’s respect for their elders and often 
appeal to them through their curiosity and 
tendency to cruelty. “The Farm Book,” 
written and illustrated by E. Boyd Smith, 
is a new venture in juveniles. Its object 
is to arouse the interest of children in a 
matter which they can try for themselves, 
and to impress them with the dignity of labor. 
Bob and Betty visit a farm and watch the 
men plowing, reaping, milking, etc. The il¬ 
lustrations have been made so accurately that 
all the incidents of farming can be followed 
through them. 

* Henry Holt & Company call attention to 
a number of their publications suitable for 
young folks of from eight to sixteen years, 
which have already established themselves 
as worthy favorites. Alice C. Haines’ two 
books. “The Luck of the Dudley Grahams” 
and Cock-a-Doodle Hill.” appeal especially 
to girls and are thoroughly wholesome and 
delightful; “Dandelion Cottage,” “The 
Adopting of Rosa Marie,” and “The Girls 
of Gardenville,” > by C. W. Rankin, all tell 
of real little girls with ordinary sensible 
parents; “Christ Legends,” translated from 
the Swedish of Selma Lagerlof, is “reverent, 
imaginative, poetic, and genuinely religious 
in feeling,” says The Outlook; an anthology 
for children, compiled by E. V. Lucas, is 
“A Book of Verses for Children;” “Cham- 
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plain’s Young Folks’ Cyclopaedias,” in five 
volumes, which may be bought separately or 
in sets, contains much information for which 
the schoolboy and schoolgirl does not always 
know where to look. 

B. W. Huebsch announces the following 
books for publication during November and 
December: In fiction, Will Irwin’s “The Re¬ 
adjustment,” and “The Black Cross Clove,” 
by James Luby; poetry and drama are repre¬ 
sented in “The Pioneers,” by James Oppen- 
heim; “The Happy Teacher,” by Melville B. 
Anderson; “Optimos,” by Horace Traubel; 
humor has Will Irwin’s “The Teddysee;” 
philosophy, Edward Howard Griggs’s “The 
Philosophy of Plato and Its Relation to Mod¬ 
ern Life;”- and public affairs, “Democracy 
and the Overman,” by Charles Zueblin; John 
Bigelow’s “The Follow of Building Temples 
of Peace with Untempered Mortar” and “The 
Necessity of Building Temples of Peace with 
Tempered Mortar,” just published, discusses 
the barrier to universal peace presented by the 
so-called protective tariff in a way that is of 
interest to publicists, economists and politi¬ 
cians. 

A. C. McClurg & Company report the 
continued success of Margaret Hill McCar¬ 
ter’s “The Price of the Prairie,” which is 
now in its third edition; Marjorie Benton 
Cooke’s “The Girl Who Lived in the 
Woods,” in its third edition; the fifth edition 
of Randall Parrish’s “Keith of the Bor¬ 
der;” the second edition of Dane Cool- 
idge’s “Hidden Water,” a story of the sheep 
and cattle country; and the second edition 
of “The Conquest of the Missouri,” by 
Joseph M. Hanson, a fascinating account of 
the opening up by white settlers of that vast 
territory known as the Missouri River Val¬ 
ley, make an unusual record for one season’s 
books. Among the good things just issued 
by this firm are: “Frontier Ballads,” by 
Joseph Mills Hanson, a series of stirring 
narrative poems of typical Western deeds, 
illustrated by Maynard Dixon; and “With 
Sully into the Sioux Lands,” a story for 
boys by the same author, to which General 
Sully’s campaign in 1864 against the Da¬ 
kota Indians furnishes a vivid setting. 

The month of December brings with it 
three volumes of deep scholarship from the 
list of Charles Scribner’s Sons: “Cimon and 
Pericles,” a wonderfully clear translation of 
two of Plutarch’s “Lives,” by Professor Ber- 
nadotte Perrin, of Yale University, which, 
retaining the atmosphere and the spirit of the 
original, elucidates many points, and brings 
extraordinary interest into the work, with 
notes that show remarkable knowledge and 
deep research; “The Art of Northern Italy,” a 
comprehensive description of all the arts of 
that region, so productive of art, by Corrado 
Ricci, director of the Royal Gallery, Parma; 
Sidney Lee’s study of the effects on English 
literature of the French Renaissance, “The 
French Renaissance in England.” Also the 
nearer approach of the holiday season brings 
up anew the Scribner books peculiarly adapt¬ 


able for Christmas and New Year's presents, 
such as “The Arabian Nights,” edited by 
Kate Douglas Wiggin and Nora Archibald 
Smith, and illustrated by Maxfield Parrish’s 
famous colors; the new edition of “Peter 
Pan,” Barrie’s famous classic for children, 
illustrated in colors by Arthur Rackham, and 
now offered at a very moderate price; “Cu¬ 
pid’s Cyclopaedia,” a pretty little volume, witty 
and bright, written and illustrated by Oliver 
Herford and John Cecil Clay, and telling all 
that is worth knowing about love-making; 
Henry Hutt’s “Girls,” and Harrison Fisher’s 
“Pictures in Colors.” Scribners publish next 
week a publication befitting the sixtieth year 
after Eugene Field’s birth—the complete edi¬ 
tion in one volume of Eugene Field’s poems, 
similar in form to the one-volume standard 
editions of the other American poets whom 
time has proved firmly established in the re¬ 
gard of America 

“Massenet and His Operas” is the object 
of Henry T. Finck’s new book published this 
week, November 18, by John Lane Company. 
Mr. Finck, whose work in music criticism, is 
well known, writes of Massenet in America 
and in addition to a biographical sketch has 
an intimate chapter on personal traits and 
opinions. He discusses the operas in several 
groups. The five Manhattan operas: Thais, 
Le Jongleur de Notre Dame, Herodiade, 
Sappho and Griselidis; four Metropolitan 
operas: Nanon, Werther, Le Cid and La 
Navarraise; the less known operas: La 
Grande Tante, Don Cesar de Bazan, Le Roi 
de Lahore, Esclarmonde, Le Mage, Le Por¬ 
trait de Manon, Cendrillon, Cherubim, Ariane, 
Therese and Don Quichotte. A complete list 
of Massenet’s compositions is added, and the 
be ok is illustrated with portraits of various 
singers who have rendered the roles. An 
important work bv Houston Stewart Cham¬ 
berlain, entitled “The Foundations of the 
Nineteenth Century,” has something new to 
say on such subjects as the Renaissance, the 
meaning of religion, evolution, the question 
of race, the importance of nations and the 
part played bv the Teutonic peoples in the 
history of the world. “Japan for a Week,” 
by A. M. Thompson, expresses a new point 
of view in regard to the yellow peril. The 
author gives an account of a rapid journey 
through Siberia to Japan and back again, .via 
Suez. A new theory of Japanese racial kins- 
manship with the ancient Greeks is pro¬ 
pounded, and the charges of unscrupulous¬ 
ness frequently brought against the Japanese 
business men are examined. The book is 
illustrated from numerous photographs by the 
author. Eden Phillpotts is better known as 
a novelist than a poet. John Lane Company 
issues this week a volume of his noems under 
the title “Wild Fruit.” 

A recent number of the Nation has some 
caustic things to say on the increasing 
amount of biography being turned out by the 
publishers, with, very often, a deterioration 
in quality; and, though the criticism is 
sharp, it is not without a basis of truth. 
The author “tells us in the preface,” says 
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the Nation reviewer of one such biography 
(the exact title of the book is beside the 
present point), “that his purpose is to re¬ 
duce the material in the books of- 

and-to convenient bulk, and to add 

interest to brevity. The design is laud¬ 
able and such a work, undertaken by a man 
trained in literature and biography, might 
have been highly entertaining.” But this 
“telling of the story is spoiled by a con¬ 
siderable amount of superfluous and,, at 
times, very amateurish commenting on things 
in general. The second part of the book 
consists in a number of chapters of min¬ 
gled gossip and criticism about various 
friends and acquaintances. The gossip is 
often amusing, and shows considerable read¬ 
ing; the criticism is for the most part at 
once pretentious and empty. We may seem 
more severe upon this volume than its fail¬ 
ings, if compared with those of its kind, 
demand. But something ought to be done 
to stem this flood of amateur biography that 
England is producing—fortunately, no doubt 
—because the source-material is not abund¬ 
ant here, little of it comes originally from 
this country. These books, printed in bulky 
form, and sold at exorbitant prices, are prob¬ 
ably doing as much to demoralize the book- 
trade as any other one cause. It is more 
difficult to write a good biography than a 
good novel, yet apparently any English man, 
or woman, who can make grammatical sen¬ 
tences will turn jauntily to writing the life 
of any one about whom he has read a few 
books, or of whom he has seen a few manu¬ 
script letters.” _
